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Poll  questioned 

NASHVILLE,  Term.  (BP)  —  A  recent  ABC  News/Washington 
Post  poll  on  the  judicial  filibuster  in  the  U.S.  Senate  is  drawing 
criticism  from  social  conservatives,  who  say  the  poll  used  biased 
questions  and  other  polls  have  found  different  results.  The  ABC 
News /Washington  Post  was  released  April  26  and  was  touted  as 
showing  by  a  two-to-one  margin  Americans  opposing 
Republican  efforts  to  change  the  rules  and  prevent  the  filibuster¬ 
ing  of  judicial  nominees.  Tne  Post  even  ran  a  story  about  the  poll 
with  a  headline  stating,  "Filibuster  Rule  Change  Opposed." 
Specifically,  the  poll  asked,  "Would  you  support  or  oppose 
changing  Senate  rules  to  make  it  easier  for  the  Republicans  to 
confirm  Bush’s  judicial  nominees?"  Only  26%of  Americans  said 
they  supported  a  rule  change,  while  66%said  they  opposed  it. 
Meanwhile,  a  Rasmussen  Reports  poll  found  just  the  opposite  — 
56%  of  Americans  supporting  the  rule  change,  26%  opposing  it. 
What  gives?  Apparently,  the  polls'  wording  accounts  for  the  dras¬ 
tic  swing.  Conservatives  note  that  the  ABC  News/Washington 
Post  poll  failed  to  include  the  word  "filibuster,"  which  can  araw 
a  negative  reaction  from  some  people.  The  Rasmussen  poll, 
released  April  22,  also  didn't  mention  the  word  "filibuster/  but 
nevertheless  got  a  different  result.  It  asked  two  questions  on  judi¬ 
cial  filibusters,  the  first  being,  "Should  every  presidential  nomi¬ 
nee  receive  an  up  or  down  vote  on  the  floor  of  the  Senate?"  Forty- 
five  percent  said  "yes"  and  21%  said  "no."  Secondly,  Rasmussen 
asked,  "Should  Senate  rules  be  changed  to  give  every  nominee  a 
vote?"  A  majority,  56%,  supported  a  rule  change,  while  26% 
opposed  it.  FOX  News  reported  that  an  internal  Republican  poll 
found  even  greater  support  for  the  rule  change  if  people  are 
asked  if  they  agree  witn  the  following  statement:  "Even  if  they 
disagree  witn  a  Judge,  Senate  Democrats  should  at  least  allow  the 
president's  nominations  to  be  voted  on."  Eighty-one  percent 
agreed  with  the  statement,  FOX  News  reported.  Democrats  have 
used  the  filibuster  to  block  10  of  President  Bush's  most  conserva¬ 
tive  nominees  to  the  appeals  court  level  —  that  is,  roughly  one- 
fifth  of  his  nominees  to  the  appellate  court.  While  the  nominees 
had  the  votes  for  confirmation,  they  did  not  have  the  60  votes 
required  to  overcome  the  filibuster.  It  is  the  first  time  in  Senate 
history  that  judicial  nominees  with  majority  support  have  been 
prevented  from  receiving  an  up-or-down  vote.  Republicans  say.

A  survey  was  taken  across  the 
nation  asking  folks  the  question, 
"Who  is  the  one  person  that  you 
want  to  see  when  you  get  to 
heaven?"  The  answers  were 
somewhat  shocking  and 
extremely  revealing.  For  the  rest 
of  the  day  after  I  saw  the  survey, 
as  I  would  run  into  people  I. 
would  ask  them  the  question, 
"Who  would  you  most  like  to 
see  when  you  get  to  heaven?" 
Most  of  the  people  were  folks 
who  either  work  at  or  were  in 
and  out  of  the  Baptist  Building 
that  day.  Generally,  these  people 
who  are  supposed  to  be  spiritu¬ 
ally  minded  would  name  some¬ 
one  like  a  family  member,  a 
friend,  or  one  of  the  apostles  like 
Paul  or  Peter.  Then  tney  would 
catch  themselves  and  say,  "Of 
course,  the  person  I  want  to  see 
most  of  all  is  Jesus."  They  were 
somewhat  apologetic  that  they 
were  not  spiritual  enough  to 
think  of  that  right  off  the  bat. 

Take  a  look  at  the  results  of  the 
survey  taken  across  the  nation  of 
the  person  you  would  like  to  see 
the  most  wnen  you  get  to  heav¬ 
en:  thirty-one  percent  said  moth¬ 
er.  Mother  lea  the  poll  of  who 
folks  wanted  to  see  when  they 
got  to  heaven.  Almost  a  third 
said  mom.  That  is  an  interesting 
thing  for  mothers  to  contem¬ 
plate,  for  it  reinforces  the  reality 
of  her  influence  and  impact  on 
the  lives  of  her  children.  Right 
here  at  Mother's  Day,  it  is  worth¬ 
while  to  stop,  evaluate,  and  cele¬ 
brate  the  incredible  role  that 
mom  plays  in  our  growth  and 
development.  It  is  interesting  for

those  of  us  who  have  lived 
through  the  era  of  proclaimed 
women's  liberation  to  watch  as 
women  have  been  released  from 
home  tasks  in  order  to  go  and  do 
things  that  were  not  nearly  as 
significant  or  far-reaching  as  the 
simplicity  of  being  at  home  nur¬ 
turing  and  transforming  a  child's 
life.  What  we  are  unable  to  eval¬ 
uate  properly  at  the  time  is  the 
small  cares,  caresses,  corrections, 
and  confirmations  that  a  mother 
provides  as  their  children  move 
from  little  ripples  into  the  tsuna¬ 
mi  of  life  itself.  Mothers  make  a 
difference  and  that  is  the  reason 
why  so  many  of  those  surveyed 
said,  "I  want  to  see  mother  wnen 
I  get  to  heaven." 

The  survey  revealed  that  31% 
wanted  to  see  mom  and  16% 
wanted  to  see  dad.  Dad  is  impor¬ 
tant  and  his  influence  is  signifi¬ 
cant,  but  he  has  to  get  in  line 
behind  mom  in  receiving  love 
and  appreciation.  Could  it  be 
that  the  children  don't  under¬ 
stand  how  much  dad  has  done 
for  them,  or  could  it  be  that  they 
are  just  not  as  thankful  for  dad  or 
do  not  feel  as  loved  by  dad?  I 
don't  know,  but  with  Father's 
Day  just  around  the  comer  it 
might  be  good  for  us  dads  to  step 
up  to  the  plate  to  be  more  loving.

caring,  encouraging,  and  helpful 
so  that  when  we  get  to  heaven 
somebody  will  want  to  see  us. 

Think  about  these  results. 
The  survey  said  the  person 
they  most  want  to  see  when 
they  get  to  heaven  is  31%  mom; 
16%  dad;  and  spouse,  either 
husband  or  wife,  nine  percent. 
When  I  was  taking  my  own  lit¬ 
tle  personal  survey  I  would 
hear  their  response  and  then  I 
would  give  them  the  statistical 
results  from  the  national  sur¬ 
vey.  When  we  would  get  to  the 
spouse  at  nine  percent,  most  of 
them  would  chuckle  and  look 
somewhat  puzzled.  Then  I 
would  ask,  "Why  do  you  think 
that  is?"  Some  of  my  fellow 
workers  said,  "Probably  most 
folks  don't  think  that  their 
spouse  is  even  going  to  be  in 
heaven."  That  could  be,  but  I 
think  it  is  probably  a  reflection 
of  the  family.  Even  families  that 
stay  together  for  decades  or  for 
a  lifetime  are  sometimes 
unhappy  in  their  home  rela¬ 
tionships,  so  maybe  they  don't 

f>articularly  look  forward  to 
iving  it  out  for  eternity. 

As  for  me,  I  have  thought  a 
lot  about  who  I  would  want  to 
see  first  when  I  get  to  heaven. 
Well,  1  don't  want  to  appear  to 
be  super  spiritual  but  I  really  do 
want  to  see  Jesus.  I  do  not  know 
how  long  the  line  will  be  in 
order  to  get  to  visit  with  Him, 


talk  with  Him,  and  thank  Him 
for  His  love  and  amazing  grace, 
but  we  will  have  plenty  of  time 
and  I  don't  mind  waiting.  Surely 
there  will  be  a  lot  of  folks  ahead 
of  me.  I  thought  through  the  list 
of  family,  friends,  parents,  chil¬ 
dren,  wife,  grandkids,  and  fan¬ 
tastic  folks  that  T  have  heard 
about  or  I  have  had  the  privilege 
of  working  with  through  the 
years,  but  honestly  the  one  per¬ 
son  that  I  look  forward  the  most 
to  seeing  in  heaven  is  me.  I  really 
don't  mean  to  be  selfish  or  self- 
centered,  but  I  want  to  tell  you 
folks  it  is  an  amazing,  glorious 
thing  to  think  about  the  fact  that 
in  spite  of  my  sinfulness,  my  dis¬ 
obedience,  and  my  willful 
wrongdoing  that  Jesus  would 
say,  "Jim,  I  want  you  to  come  to 
the  Father's  house  for  eternity.  I 
will  forgive  you  and  I  will  pre¬ 
pare  a  pace  for  you.  I  want  you 
to  come  and  live  with  me."  I 
know  Jesus  will  be  there,  but  I 
am  going  to  be  amazed,  blessed, 
overwhelmed,  energized,  and 
thankful  that  I  am  there. 

You  can  be  there  too.  The 
Scripture  says  in  the  opening 
sentences  of  John's  Gospel,  "He 
came  unto  his  own  and  nis  own 
received  him  not,  but  as  many 
as  received  him  to  them  gave 
he  power  to  become  the  sons  of 
God  even  to  them  that  believe 
on  his  name"  (John  1:11-12).  As 
though  it  were  yesterday,  I 
remember  when  I  trusted  Jesus 
and  as  fresh  as  today  I  live  on 
here  trusting  Him  and  looking 
forward  to  that  day  when  I  will 
open  my  eyes  ana  see  myself 
there  with  Him  and  I  trust  with 
you.  It  is  going  to  be  good!
